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Improved Cylinder Machine. 





The paper-making machine illustrated 
in the drawings has a cylinder with only one 
wire, the outer or fine wire being substituted 
by an endless web of fine wire-cloth passing 
over the cylinder and over other cylinders at 
the place of delivery of the sheet of paper 
pulp; bands of thin rubber pass around the 
ends of the cylinder and between the circum- 
ference of the coarse wire and the web of fine 
wire, and these bands prevent the water from 
passing through the wire into the cylinder and 
limit the width of the sheet. Improved buck- 
ets are used for supplying the paper pulp and 
water to the machine, and improved mechan- 
ism is provided for operating the buckets. 

In the drawings Figure 1 is a plan with por- 
tions of the upper parts removed, and Fig. 2 is 
an elevation of the machine. 

Above the pulp vat or chest E, in which the 
cylinder A revolves, is a series of suitable bear- 
ings for the reception of wire leading rollers a 
&8¢cde/f, The cylinder A is covered with 
a coarse wire, instead of its usual fine wire 
cover, and a long belt or web of wire, S, 
passes over the cylinder A and rollers a decd 
¢, the roller / being placed in its proper bear- 
ings externally after the wire belt S has been 
put in place. The rollers d and ¢ regulate the 
tension of the wire S, both rollers being pro- 
vided for this purpose with supports or bear- 
ings 1 and 2, adjustable by screws. The power 
to drive the wire S may be applied to either of 
these rollers. The long wire S performs the 
function of the removed fine cylinder-wire, in- 
asmuch as the wire S, if the machine is startéd, 
is made to travel or revolve, as well as the cyl- 
inder A and rollers a to /, by means of the wet 
felt belt F, which receives its revolving or trav- 
eling motion by press-roller W. 

The cylinder A, usually loaded by the couch 
and felt roller B, is in this machine provided 
with bearings, which are kept down by set- 
screws H, which prevent any rising of the cyl- 
inder A by means of the tight wire S in its re- 
volving travel. The couch and felt roller B, 
instead of bearing on the surface of the cylin- 
der A, is now carried by the long wire S 
and by the roller ¢, which latter replaces the 
lower couch press-roll of other machines. 
The wet sheet of paper-pulp P, formed on the 
long fine-wire belt by the evacuation of water 
into the cylinder A, is pressed between the 
two rollers B C, and between the felt F and 
long wire S. Thewwet sheet is taken up by the 
felt F from the long wire S, and is automatic- 
ally carried onto the press rolls W W’. The 
couch-press B C may be weighted at will by 
weights G, and may be shifted, together with 
the wet felt F by means of the adjustable 
bearings L L’, into the most suitable position, 
according to the requirements of the paper to 
be manufactured. By this arrangement of the 
long wire S ascending with the wet sheet of 
paper-pulp up to the roller 4, and of the couch- 
press BC, working with a gradual pressure 
upon the felt, the sheet of pulp, without 
the employment of any suction apparatus 
or vacuum-box, is deprived of water to 
such an extent that no displacing in the 
first press W W’ will take place at the 
highest pressure, and even if these press-rolls 
work without any felt covers or manchons. 
Therefore it is claimed that it is possible not 
only to manufacture the thinnest paper at high 
speed, but also to produce thickest card-board 
in double quantity of first-rate quality. 

This machine possesses the advantage of 
conducting the wet sheet of paper-pulp from 
the couch-press to the first press without re- 
quiring for this any special kind of wet felt. 

The machine may be employed with equal 
success for making paper or for drying or 
desiccating wood pulp. 

The width of the sheet is regulated and 
effected in this machine neither by the cover- 
strap, as in long-wire paper-machine nor by 
covering the top wire, as in cylinder paper- 
machines, but simply by endless and very thin 
india-rubber bands or straps, which are stretch- 
ed around the circumference of the cylinder 
at the ends. These bands or straps are tightly 
laid around the coarse wire of the cylinder A 
in any required width, and intervene between 
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| freely through it. 
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the wire cylinder and the wire band. These 
bands limit the width of the paper by pre- 
venting the pulp-water from passing through 
the wire S, and the pulp will not deposit 
upon the wire except where the water runs 


The india-rubber straps 
do not interfere with the revolving long wire, 
but form a bed or layer for it on the cylin- 
der. The india-rubber may be placed within 
the wire of the cylinder, and the cylinder made 
to revolve by the traveling wire, or otherwise, 
as desired. These straps or bands, pressed be- 
tween the long wire and the cylinder, or its 
under wire, prevent any paper-pulp forming 
upon the traveling wire, and also prevent wa- 
ter entering into the cylinder through them or 
at the place where they are applied. The 
packing between the vat or chest and cylinder 
remains unchanged, so that no loss in pulp 
may occur. 

The water-spout or spray-pipe g extends the 
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bottom to admit pulp or water. Each bucket 
is provided with two projecting pins, m, trav- | 
eling between guides v v. The connecting- | 
rod m, attached to the pins w, will lift the 
buckets in a vertical direction until the pins 
m strike against the closed end of the guides 
vv. The connecting-rod #, continuing its up- 
ward stroke, will cause the buckets to tilt, the 
pins m serving as pivots for this tilting motion, 
and the contents of the bucket will be emptied 
into the gutter O at the lowest point of stroke 
of the connecting-rod #, The buckets C D are 
below the level of the pulp or water, and the 
buckets therefore, in being raised above the 
level, are filled up to the upper edge of their 
side wall /, which upper edge is made adjust- 
able. The bucket therefore will only lift and 


empty into the gutter O by the tilting motion 
such quantity of pulp or water as is required 
for the paper and proper working of the ma- 
With this regulating device there is no

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thereby saved the expense of taking out pat- 
ents, ‘‘ which was never no good, anytime,” as 
he personally confided to us, in course of ac- 
quaintanceship, 

The method of size-making which we em- 
ployed was the usual unscientific plan of boiling 
the rosin in soda, sometimes ash, and some- 
times caustic, and other times a mixture of 
each. Our object was to render the rosin solu- 
ble by such humble means as would enable us 
to have plenty of size, when plenty was wanted. 
Time was always considered of the utmost im- 
portance. If you are making paper at a good 
profit, it is best to keep on at the business as 
hard as you possibly can, and as long as your 
machinery will hold out. 
thought so, and accordingly such was our sys- 
tem. Now, our visitor whose name, we be- 
lieve, was Gray or some similar nomen, was a 
profound philosopher. He powerfully im- 
pressed our firm, who, being to some extent 











entire width of the cylinder, between this 
cylinder and the long wire. The pipe g effects 
a double purpose. The water-spray falling 
removes all pulp from the lower coarse wire 
around the cylinder between the rubber straps 
or bands. A portion of this water falls upon, 
and running down the elastic bands, arrives 
at the angle formed at P’ by the cylinder and 
the long wire, and percolates through the long 
wire in a direction opposite to the water, which 
passes from the pulp into the interior of the 
cylinder, thereby removing all superfluous 
pulp from the long wire beyond the width of 
the sheet, as determined by the rubber bands. 
The alteration of paper-width is easily and 
quickly accomplished by putting on elastic 
bands of different width. The water from a sec- 
ond water-pipe, 7, is discharged downwardly, 
and removes all waste pulp from the wire S dur- 
ing its travel from the roller ¢ to roller / by 
ejecting the water against the inside of this 
wire and through to the outside. By this ar- 
rangement the undisturbed continuous forma- 
tion of an endless sheet is secured. 

A further improvement consists in the regu- 
lating device for the uniform admission of the 
paper-pulp and for uniform dilution of the pulp 
by the spent or waste water. The disk, with 
its connecting-rod #, causes two buckets, C and 
D, to make a vertical up-and-down movement, 
and a tilting motion is imparted to the two 
buckets at their highest point of vertical 
movement. The bucket C is for the paper- 
pulp, which enters from the pulp-chest Z by 
the pipe 4. The bucket D is for the dilut- 
ing return-water, which enters by the pipe 
K from the cylinder. Each bucket has a 
side wall, /, adjustable in height by addition 
or removal of small bars, and a valve in the 


formation of foam or froth, which is so annoy- 
ing with scoop wheels, the buckets working 
quietly at about ten strokes per minute. The 
diluted pulp is conducted by the gutter O into 
the cylindrical knotter R by the small gutter 
O’, and enters from this knotter into the vat or 
chest E of the cylinder where the formation of 
paper takes place.

Paper Mill Cadgers. 


Il. 
It was upon a lovely hot summer morn- 


ing in the middle of the summer of 1874, that a 
man approached the mill gates. He was very 
warm, and wiped his flowing locks, which, by 
their gray streaks, proved that their proprietor 
was no ‘‘chicken,” evidently. He cast his 
eyes around him, gazing first to this side and 
then the other, and seemed anxious to explore 
the unknown region he was in, cautiously, be- 
fore entering; and after much consideration 
and an immense amount of genteel fuss with 
his handkerchief, he guided his footsteps to- 
ward an open door leading to the mill store. 
He disappeared for a few moments only, and 
was conducted by the storekeeper to another 
door close by, which led to the office. 

This visitor eventually proved to be a great 
regenerator of the usual and well-known system 
of rosin-size making in paper mills. He spent 
his time, and some small portion of his cash, 
when he had any, in traveling the mill dis- 
tricts, hoping to pass time in a pleasing man- 
ner by the wayside in enlightening poor paper 
makers as to the only proper way of making 
size by his own system. He did not patent 
anything for this very reason, #. ¢., that he was 
his own postal and telegraphic agent, and 





pardonably innocent of the innermost details 
of the natural and scientific points in size-mak- 
ing, told him to go ahead, but unless he could 


really prove and actually show some distinct | 
advantage in his system of making size, he | 


would get nothing whatever. 

Accordingly, Mr. Gray started. He in a 
short time, and with proper suitable help, was 
soon busy making size, and was quite “ 
mense”’ upon the subject of ‘‘ sponification. 
During the time the rosin was being boiled

with alkali, the learned chef was discoursing 
vast and heavy points in connection with | 


**sponification’ and all attending this great 
end. In duetime he produced some size in 
state of ‘‘ sponification,” and pointed out in 
the broad sunshine to a mystified audience of 
machine and knotter boys the grand superiori- 
ties of the sample. He also carried a handful 
to the office and exhibited it there, and deliv- 
ered a short lecture upon proper “ 
tion” and its essential grand points, 
time, the first lot made was taken to the en- 
gine-house, dissolved, and used as usual. 


Nothing particular happened, and the paper | 


showed no signs, at any rate, so far as any 
improvement was concerned, 

But Mr. Gray was now requested to show 
the advantages of his size. We failed to note 
anything very particular about his “‘ sponifica- 
tion” size, and we told him so. We showed 
him our own, and asked him its faults or 
failings compared with his. Now we heard 
that Mr. Gray saved both rosin and soda in 
the preparation of his own special ‘‘ sponifica- 
tion” size, and, accordingly, he was requested 
to prove it. He was supplied with a given 
weight of rosin, and was kindly requested to 
make as much size as he could from this quan-

tity. Further, the writer watched the “ pro- 
fessor” to see that no further quantity of 
rosin was forthcoming, and that the amount of 
soda used was carefully noted likewise. The 
‘* sponification ” and all other data were duly 
attained, and it was apparent that no extra 
quantity of size was made, and no change in 
the quality had beer achieved. Three or four 
various quantities of rosin (the same amounts, 
in short, which are always used) were given to 
Mr. Gray, who, however, simply made size as 
we did ourselves, and if any difference existed 
it was certainly not to his advantage. 

Being discomfited in size-making, he had 
still one more point which he could show us, 
viz., a great improvement in bleaching, with 
less bleach than usual. This scheme was of 
momentous interest to us personally, as well, of 
course, as to the firm, and we accordingly gave 
Mr. Gray full play again. His plan, however, 
was of the most simple character, and con- 
sisted merely of putting into each poacher of 
bleaching powder liquid a certain amount of 
common salt. This programme was fully 
tried, also, but without any good or beneficial 
effect ; in fact, the result was distinctly on the 
other hand, as the action of the free chlorine 
was considerably retarded by the presence of 
salt in the water. It is true that the water was 
made heavier according to the amount of salt 
dissolved therein, and the Twaddel glass 
showed a strength that was not by any means 
due to the presence of available chlorine in the 
water. Thus, if 20 inches, say, of bleaching 
liquor were run into water, the Twaddel hydro- 
meter would give a strength of 2°; but if the 
water had been saturated with oalt, and the 
same amount of bleaching liquor run in, it is 
quite possible that the glass might show 3° or 
5°, according to the amount of salt which had 
been used. 

Mr. Gray's visit, however, came soon to an 
end, and finding us too thick-headed to be 
properly ‘‘ sponificated,” he took his departure 
after a week’s healthful and invigorating 
change.—Paper Making. 
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Journals and Bearings. 





When allowance for oil space is made, 
the fitting should be as carefully made as though 
the one surface was to be driven upon the 
other. That is, the bearing should be cylin- 
drical as well as the journal. The surface 
should be fitted up with a scraper, where the 
bearings are large, and brought to a uniform 
fit. Fitting so that the journal is a true cylin- 
der, while the bearing is bored of double cone- 
shape, or elliptical in cross section, would never 
do. The journal would press through the oil 
| at the high place on the small parts of the cone, 
and here would be abrasion. But by the use 
of the scraper or file, or both, after the 
lathe-work is done, the bearing and jour- 
nal may be brought to a near fit, so that 
the needed film of oil will have a uni- 
formity of thickness along any line lengthwise, 
| and be but slightly crescent-shaped, with true 
| circle outlines in cross sections through the 
| bearings. Such a bearing will be expected to 
run cool, while the bearings which will ‘‘ soon 
wear to fit” will not run cool. In the latter, a 
| cool bearing seems never to be possible, be- 
cause at first wear is expected in place of 
| scraping, to reduce the points to be worn off, 
| and such wear requires contact of bearing and 
| journal. That contact will injure the journal, 
| making it rough, which in turn will cut the 
bearing unduly. Now, by the time some de- 
| gree Of evenness is supposed to be gained 
| there will be too much space for the oil. The 
| shaft will then tumble about, knocking against 
' 





the bearing with such force as to cause metal 
contact and rubbing. Both of these actions 
produce heat as well as continue to aggravate 


the uneven wear of the bearing. —Zx.

Feed- Pipes. 


In localities where the water is hard, the feed- 
pipes should be disconnected near the boiler 
| and examined occasionally, to ascertain whether 
or not scale is forming in them. A feed-pipe 
should be at least twice the area over that 
which is regarded as simply necessary to sup- 
ply the boiler with water, as sediment or scale 
| is likely to form in it which will materially re- 
duce its area,

SoME space is devoted to a report of 
the annual dinner of the Lockwood Press, 
which we know is not ill-bestowed, since 
our readers are wont to show that their 
interest in THE JOURNAL and its belong- 
ings is of the heartiest nature. The pa- 
per trade also had something to say at 
that occasion. 


PERHAPS the friends of THE JOURNAL 
may be puzzled to discover what change 
has come over the face of their weekly 
visitor. It is only a new dress donned fn 
honor of our birthday and first introduc- 
tion to the trade, and we think that it fits 
us very well. There is a change in the 
style of the type, which will probably be 
found an improvement. 


It may be comfortably assumed that 
spring has lapsed into summer. We do 
not intend to talk about the weather, but 
only to suggest that now that the warm 
weather is upon us, the days of July and 
Saratoga are approaching. What are the 
trade going to do at the next annual 
meeting? Is it to be business or play? 
By the way, we have not heard yet that 
any of the very efficient vice-presidents of 
the association, whose attention we have 
called to the fact that they were chosen 
for a purpose, have done anything to per- 
form the duties expected of them. Is it 
modesty which prevents them ? 


Ir is apparent that there is some oppo- 
sition to the bankrupt bill now before 
Congress. An effort was made during 
the week to get it into a position where 
there could be reasonable assurance of a 
vote upon it before the adjournment, but 
this effort failed, and we shall probably not 
get the relief sought. Much of the op- 
position to the bill is ungenerous in its 
nature and does not broadly consider the 
rights of creditors irrespective of locality. 
If the several State enactments relating 
to bankruptcy were uniform and provided 
adequate relief for creditors residing in 
different States, and if preferences color- 
ably legal but equitably wrong could be 
avoided, there would be less necessity for 
asking for a general law, but under ex- 
isting conditions equities do not always 
obtain, and sometimes the debtor as well 
as the creditor is wronged. 


DuRING the last year thirty-one mills 
were added to the list of American paper 
and pulp mills, an increase notable enough 
at any time, but more remarkable from 
the fact that the paper-making industry 
has shared in the dullness which is said 
to have pervaded all lines of business, 
and that it has certainly been called upon 
to bear its proportion in the depreciation 
of values in manufactured products. 
Taking the summary of mills in the 
United States alone as reported in 
Lockwood's Directory of the Paper Trade 
for 1884, we find the following compara-

This is certainly compii- 
mentary to the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL and indi- 
cates that it is so much appreciated that it is 
kept. I have had a square meal. In the pres- 
ent state of the paper-making business, paper 
makers ought to be entitled to one square meal 
a year ; but without the assistance of our host, 
I am fain to say that I could not have had 
even that. You here are ink slingers and Iam 
a rag grinder; but I am not ashamed of my 
calling.” 

Mr. Crocker then reviewed briefly the his- 
tory of paper making from its earliest incep- 
tion, and went on to say that as paper, in the 
language of the toast, has been called the 
waterleaf of civilization, so he might say that 
but for paper, and the immense advances 
which have been made, especially of late years, 
in the art of paper making, in its processes 
and machinery, and in the securing of the 
fibres, civilization and literature, the news- 
and indeed all the arts, would 
scarcely have made the progress which they 
have made, and that this country would not 
have advanced as rapidly in industrial art 
and material prosperity as it has. With the 
introduction of wood as a fibre, we have been 
able to cheapen paper. Paper makers now 
utilize from 25 to 75 per cent. of wood in their 
product—that is, in the commoner grades and 
in paper intended for newspapers. The finer 
writings are yet a pure rag product. The 
paper manufacturers have perfected the art of 
paper making to meet the demands of the 
printing press. The lightning press would be 
useless without the lightning paper machine, 
which rolls off, at the rate of over 200 feet a 
minute, a continuous web of paper to meet 
the demands of the world.

The Tariff as it Relates to Paper. 


An expression of opinion as to the tariff 
on paper has been sought from a number of 
manufacturers by the Western Paper Trade, 
and the following is one of the replies to the 
inquiry sent out: 

Massasoir Parer Manvuracturine Co., | 
Hotyoxe, Mass,, April 19, 1884. 4 

Dear Str—Yours came in due time, and in reply to 
your first question : 

** Were Congress to take off the duty on paper (or 
partially), what would be the effect on the trade in the 
country?” 

Ans.—If only a small per cent. of the duty was taken 
off, the effect would be slight. If all the duty was taken 
off, then all foreign papers would come in free, and the 
labor in this country would have to be reduced one- 
half to bring it upon the same basis as foreign labor, so 
that the American manufacturers would stand the same 
chance as the foreign mills (so far as the item of labor is 
concerned). Then if the other items of expense, like 
interest, &c., entering into the production in this coun- 
try were so much larger than those abroad, we could 
not manufacture as cheaply, and consequently the im- 
portations would be heavy, and when the market was 
overstocked, as it soon would be, the American manu- 
facturers would have to shut down and the help would 
have to go West and become farmers; and when the 
importations of all kinds of productions became so heavy 
that all manufacturing in New England closed, and all 
the laborers went’ West to become farmers, then all of 
the farming produce of the West would have to be con- 
sumed in the West or exported; and when New Eng- 
land factories are wiped out and the West are obliged 
to export their grain, &c., they can only receive for it 
what foreigners are willing to pay, as we have recently
